see Mr. Hitt re elected, because he is a 
great man and confers distinction on his 
district. 
There can be no difference of 
o[»inion regarding the ability of Congress­ 
man ilitt. 
He is also a fair man, who 
will do a* much for a Democrat a- for a 
Republican when we go to Washington 
He is one of the most experienced men in 
Congress, ami there can be no question 
about his ability to do more for the die 
trict than any new man.” 
General Smith D Atkins, of the Fret 
port Journal, says that the Republicans 
of Stephenson county will have no other 
candidate than Hitt.
